able materials for covering the seed 
after sowing are peat moss and 
steer manure. This protective cov¬ 
ering should be light and kept thor¬ 
oughly wetted down. 

Moisture in the soil is essential 
to seed germination. If the ground 
is allowed to dry out, the germi¬ 
nating qualities of the seed will be 
greatly undermined and the entire 
sowing may have to be repeated. 
After the grass has come up it 
should be watered regularly. If the 
days warm up very much it may 
be necessary to sprinkle as often 
as twice a day during the forma- 
live period. A light sprinkling is 
required, as a heavy stream of 
water may wash the seed away. 

Your entire prcijriises may appear 
UP-ttraetive if your lawn area is 
not maintained properly. When 
g.owth becomes spotty, it is neces¬ 
sary to restore the shabby areas. 

Where it has given good results 
tl c same variety or mixture plant¬ 
ed for the original lawn should be 
utilized for repairing it, but if the 
lawn grass has not succeeded, then 
it would be wise to inquire from 
your seedsman for a grass seed 
mixture better suited to your loca¬ 
tion. 

’The first step in repairing a lawn 
usually consists in removing bermu- 
da grass, if this has crept in, 
and destroying other undesirable 
strains. It may be necessary to 
dig up the bad spots in order to 
destroy all alien plant growth. By 
churning the soil to a depth of sev¬ 
eral inches all foreign matter will 
be displaced and may then be 
brought to the surface for imme¬ 
diate removal. At the same time 
insects that lurk in the ground 
will also be unearthed and some 
measure of pest, control established. 

The ground should be leveled and 
raked clear of all debris. If the soil 
seems to be in poor condition it 
may be advisable to bring in new, 
clean topsoil. ’This is not difficult, 
if small sections of the lawn are 
being repaired at a time and in the 
end it may prove most economical. 

Lawn seed should not be sown on 
a windy day. ’ Having little weight 
of its own, the slightest breeze may 
blow it off the premises. To in¬ 
sure uniformity and guard against 
bare spots, sow first in one direc¬ 
tion, then at right angles to it. This 
secures a more equal distribution 
of the seed over the entire area. 
From lour to six pounds of the 
average lawn grass mixture should 
suffice for 1000 square feet. 

A top dressing will pay dividends 
in the form of a more luxuriant 
growl'll. It will act as a surface 
mulch, protecting the young seed¬ 
lings and helping to maintain the 
soil in a healthy condition, Suit-

A DOLLAR DOWN 


irie American people nave probably bought more things via 
the 'dollar-down-dollar-a-week'' method than all the rest of the 
people on the globe put together. In the past however, credit 
terms have often been too easy. Persons with low sales resistance 
and equally low Incomes have frequently been lured Into under¬ 
taking too many obligations. Time was when one might even 
buy a home on what virtually amounted to a dollar-down’ basis 

The recent relaxation 'f most credit restrictions Imposed during 
the war will make easy terms available again on numerous items 
But many Americans now see that It Is to their advantage to use 
credit carefully. The man who pays cash for purchase' or makes 
substantial down payments eliminates all or most of the added 
expense for interest or carrying charges. Thi also applies to the 
purchase of a home—-only more so. 

Today, in buying a new home many Individuals who can afford 
to are paying 50 per cent or more down and are making their 
monthly payments as large as their income will allow. In this way 
they substantially cut the overall cost and, in a degree, compen¬ 
sate for current high prices. 

In the fl nal analysis, a house or anything else bought on time 
costs not just fhe sale price but also all the Interest on the unpaid 
principal. A home purchased for $10,000 on the bai- of 10 or 
20 per cent down with the balance spread over 20 or 25 years 
will actually cost several thousand dollar^ mere than $10,000. 

Of couse, many families are not able to put down a hefty 
chunk of cash and maintain large payment: but those who can 
should do it. 

The dollar-down technique may be all right In Its place but the 
practice ’of paying one's debts as quickly as possible not only 
costs less in the long run but puts one In a bette- position to 
save for other purposes.

and there are going to be more. 
The incinerators of 1,000,000 fam¬ 
ilies and the dumps of numerous 
cities all help to pollute the air. 
Even if it costs us something 
to dispose of much matter by 
other means than by burning, 
that should be cheaper than 
breathing dirt. 

EVENTUALLY 

We used to burn up millions of 
pounds of paper annually which 
now ia salvaged and made into 
cartons, wrapping paper and 
other products, providing a profit¬ 
able business. There may be a lot 
of stuff burned in city dumps 
which has similar possibilities to 
at least partly pay for its dis¬ 
posal, Just a cockeyed suggestion, 
of course. But what will we do 
when there arc 6,000,000 persons 
in this area.
